Terrible Eesults of a Theater Panic 


in Baltimore, 


BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 28.—Tn a senseless 


panic, caused by a defective gas burner 
and a foolish cry of fire, at the old Front 
Street theater last night, twenty-four 
people were killed, two fatally injured and 
ten more seriously hurt. 


Almost all (he victims are of Polish na- 


, tivity and Hebrew extraction, and many 
of the inj ured wore taken to their homes 
by friends. 


The theater, which is probably the oldest 


in thu city, was filled from pit to dome 
with people who bad assembled to listen 
to Hebrew opera, which has Deen gi veil in 
the old house twice a week for the past 
month. It is supposed that there were at 
least 3,000 people within the walls when 
the curtain went up on the first act, while 
the capacity of the house is less tnaa 2,500. 


Ten minutes after the curtain rose one 


of the attendants went up to the second 
*tier to light a gas jet which appeared to 
have been extinguished. As he applied a 
match the light flared up, and it was seen 
that there was no tip to the burner. The 
jet was in plain view of the greater part of 
the audience, but as the glare from it 
showed against the wall some one in the 
gallery shouted "Fire! fire! fire!" 


In an instant there was a mad scramble 


for the door. The vanguard of the terror 
stricken multitude reached the entrance 
on Front street, pushed on by the howl- 
ing, shrieking mob behind them. There 
those in the foremost rank were com- 
pelled to turn to the right and to the left 
to reach the double entrance way, built in 
the form of storm doors. Passing through 
these doors they reached a flight of steps 
leading from each door downward to a 
landing, from whence a broad stairway of 
moderate height would have carried them 
into the street; and to safety. 


As the crowds from, the two doors 


reached the landing, they met. There was 
a brief struggle, and then some one lost 
his or her footing and fell. In a moment 
the cro^ d, pushed with irresistible force 
from t&e rear, crowded upon the prostrate 
f oria ,*nd began in turn to stumble, reel 
and presently to fall upon the floor under 
the myriads of feet coming from behind. 
In less time than it takes tc tell it the 
landing was packed twenty or thirty deep 
with the panic stricken multitude, and 
the hundreds behind them were strug- 
gling over them to reach the street. 


The tumult attracted an immense crowd 


fro*n the outside, many of whom tried to 
gain entrance to the the theater, thus 
adding to the confusion. A dozen police- 
men hurried to the scene and pushed 
through the doorway to the writhing mass 
on the landing. Among the first to reajh 
there was Officer E. J. Kelly. Forcing his 
way hi through the main doorway he 
grasped a pair of arms and pulling with 
all his might dragged a woman from un- 
der the surging crowd, dead from suffoca- 
tion. Again he reached into the mass of 
humanity and pulled out a boy about 1 
years old. He, too, was dead, also from 
suffocation, with scarcely a bruise upon his 
body. 


The other officers, by this tune rein- 


forced by a dozen of their fellows, dragged 
out the prostrate ones, passing them to 
those on the sidewalk. 
Ambulances car- 


ried the dead to the morgue and the most 
seriously injured to the hospital. 


When the mass on the landing had been 


cleared away the frightened mob inside 
were quieted down sufficiently to enable 
the police to clear the theater. 
Then it 


was found that there had been no danger, 
and that not a soul would have been in- 
jured had the audience but remained 
seated. 


Terrific Boiler Explosion. 


WILKESBAKBE, Pa., Jan. 1.—Three men 


were killed by a boiler explosion at the 
Law colliery of the Pennsylvania Coal 
company, at Avoca, yesterday. The dead 
arc: Thomas McDonald, machinist, aged 
53 years; Alexander Young, pump nin- 
uer, aged S3 years; John Rolls, carpenter, 
aged 50 years. Fireman John Blase was 
slightly injured. The explosion occurred 
in one of the huge boilers in tho big boiler 
house of the company, ami was of such 
terrific force that it completely demolished 
the building and tore McDonald and 
Young literally to pieces, scattering their 
reniiius in every direction. The cause was 
Mxircity of water in the toilers.

BRUTAL KENTUCKY LYNCHING. 


A Blobs' Terrible Vengeance on an Erring 


Wife and Her Paramour. 


LEBANON, Ky., Dec. 30.—Within two 


miles of this city Saturday night a relen*"- 
less mob burned to death a pregnant wo- 
man and riddled with bullets her gray 
haired paramour. The blackened and dis- 
figured corpses of the victims, Mrs,. Thomas 
West and William DeVeres, were found in 
the ruins of the woman's home yesterday 
by the 14-year-old daughter of the mur- 
dered mau. 


The affair was the outgrowth of the old 


story of faithless wife and revengeful hus- 
band. 
Several months ago Deveres, a 


middle aged widower, was accused by 
Thomas West, a prosperous farmer, of in- 
timacy with Mrs. West. Quarrel followed 
quarrel throughout the fall, until West in- 
stituted divorce proceedings and declared 
that Deveres must die. The men met in 
Lebanon and West snapped his revolver, 
which missed fire, and Deveres killed him 
on the spot. 


On the plea of self defense the murderer 


secured bail, and scandalized the neigh- 
borhood by immediately taking his two 
daughters and moving into West's house. 
Saturday night a mob surrounded the 
house, and when Deveres and Mrs. West 
refused to come out and be murdered, 
after a little daughter of Deveres had been 
allowed to depart, the house was set on 
fire. Mrs. West perished in the flames and 
Deveres was brought down by twenty-five 
bullets as he attempted to run the gaunt- 
let, after being terribly burned. Citizens 
are aroused over the brutal affair, and 
punishment is sure to follow. 


A ?Tew Tear's OUt for Miners. 


PJTTSBUKG. Jan. 1.—W. P. De Armit, of 


the Xew York and Cleveland Coal com- 
pany, notified his employes that beginning 
with the new year the mining rate will be 
sixty-four cents per ton, an advance of 
five cents over the rate now paid. The in- 
crease was voluntary, and indicates that a 
uniform rate of sixty-four cents for the 
ensuing year will be arranged by the joint 
scale committee of operators and miners, 
which meets here on Thursday. Mr. De 
Armit states, however, that if he finds a 
lower rate is being paid by any operator 
he will reduce his rate to forty-nine cents. 
If a uniform rate is established here the 
miners claim it will mean better wages in 
Ohio, Indiana and

Repnblicans Control the Senate. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—The committees 


of the senate yesterday passed into the 
control of the Republicans by a vote of 30 
to 28. The change in the political com- 
plexion of the committees was effected by 
the adoption of a resolution organizing 
the committees as agreed to by the Re- 
publican and Democratic steering com- 
mittees. The Populists, with the excep- 
tion of Mr. Kyle, of South Dakota, de- 
clined to vote, and the Republicans, hav- 
ing a plurality of the senate, were thus 
enabled to adopt the resolution. Mr. Kyle 
voted with the Democrats against the re- 
organization. 


Another Bond Issue Coming-. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 31.—There is now no 


reasonable doubt that another bond issue 
has been fully agreed upon, and that the 
details of a contract with a syndicate, of 
which Mr, J. Pierpont Morgan is the head, 
have been arranged, so that nothing re- 
mains to be done to carry it into effect but 
for the secretory of the treasury to sign 
his name thereto. The amount of the next 
issue, it is almost certain, has been fixed 
at $100,000,000, and it is believed that the 
terms of the contnjct are rather more 
favorable to the government than those 
under which the last issue was made.

'ierrible Results of a Theater Panic 
in Baltimore, 


BAL11M01U2, Mil., Dcc. 28.—In a senseless 
panic, caused by a defcctivo gas burner 
and a foolish cry of liro, at tho old Front 
Street theater last night, twenty-four 
peoplo wore killed, two fatally injured and 
ten more seriously hurt. 


Almost all the victims aro of Polish na* 
, fcivity and Ho brow extraction, and many 
of tho in j urcd woro taken to thoir homes 
by friends. 


Tho theater, which is probably tho oldest 
in tho city, was ill led from pit to dome 
with people who bad assembled to listen 
to Hebrew opera, which has been given in 
tho old houso twice a week for tho past 
month. It is supposed that thero were at 
least 3,000 peoplo within tho walls when 
tho curtain went up on the first act, while 
tho capacity of the houso is lesstnan 2,600. 


Ten minutes after tho curtain roso one 
of tho attendants wont up to tho second 
’tier to light a gas jet which appeared to 
have been extinguished. As ho applied a 
match tho light llared up, and it was seen 
that thore was no tip to the burner. The 
jot was in plain view of the greater part of 
tho audience, but as tho glare from it 
showed against tho wall some one in tho 
gallery shouted “Fire! lire! fire I” 


In an instant thero was a mad scramble 
for the door. The vanguard of tho terror 
stricken multitude reached tho entrance 
on Front street, pushed on by the howl­ 
ing, shrieking mob behind them. Thero 
those in tho foremost rank were com­ 
pelled to turn to tho right and to the left 
to reach tho double entrance way, built in 
the forjn of storm doors. Passing through 
these doors they reached a flight of steps 
leading from each door downward to a 
landing, from whenco a broad stairway of 
moderato height would have carried them 
into tho street and to safety. 


As tho crowds from the two doors 
reached tho landing, they mot. There was 
a brief struggle, and then some one lost 
his or her footing and fell. In a moment 
tho crowd, pushed with irresistible force 
from tho rear, crowded upon tho prostrate 
fon a and began in t.urn to stumble, reel 
and presently to fall upon tho floor under 
tho myriads of feet coming from behind. 
In less time than it takes to tell it the 
landing was packed twenty or thirty deep 
with tho panic stricken multitude, and 
the hundreds behind them were strug­ 
gling over them to reach tho street. 


The tum ult attracted an immense crowd 
from tho outside, many of whom tried to 
gain entrance to tho the theater, thus 
adding to the confusion. A dozen police­ 
men hurried to tho scene and pushed 
through tho doorway to tho writhing mass 
on the landing. Among tho first to reach 
thero was Officer 15. J. Kelly. Forcing his 
way in through tho main doorway ho 
grasped a pair of arms and pulling with 
all his might dragged a woman from un­ 
der tho surging crowd, dead from suffoca­ 
tion. Again ho reached into tho mass of 
humanity and pulled out a boy about 7 
years old. He, too, was dead, also from 
suffocation, with scarcely a bruise upon his 
body. 


Tho other officers, by this time rein­ 
forced by a dozen of their fellows, dragged 
out tho prostrate ones, pjissing them to 
thoso on tho sidewalk. 
Ambulances car­ 
ried tho dead to tho morguo and the most 
seriously injured to the hospital. 


When tho mass on tho binding had been 
cleared away tho frightened mob insido 
were quieted down sufficiently to enable 
the police to clear the theater. 
Then it 
was found that there had been no danger, 
and that not a soul would have been in­ 
jured had tho audience but remained 
seated.

Terrific B oiler Explosion. 


W ilkesbarre, Pa., Jan. 1.—Three men 
wore killed by a boiler explosion at tho 
Law colliery of tho Pennsylvania Coal 
company, at Avoca, yesterday. Tho dead 
aro: Thomas McDonald, machinist, aged 
62 years; Alexander Young, pump run­ 
ner. aged 88 years; John Rolls, carpenter, 
aged 60 years. Fireman John Blase was 
slightly injured. Tho explosion occurred 
in ono of the huge boilers in tho big boiler 
house of tho company, and was of such 
terrific force that it completely demolished 
tho building and tore McDonald and 
Young literally to pieces, scattering their 
remains in every direction. The cause was 
scarcity of water in the boilers. 


A tlanta Exposition Ended, 


A tlanta, Jan. 1.—The last day of the 
exposition was clear and bright, and thero 
was a good crowd in attendance. Last 
night the work of packing up the exhibits 
began, and today they are being prepared 
for shipment. Mr Inman, chairman of 
the flnanco committee, said that tho ex­ 
position, when all tho debts were paid, 
will have cose the city of Atlanta about 
$200,000, or less than 10 per cent, of tho 
money expended on tJio enterprise. This 
Includes the original subscription and tho 
appropriation made by the city. The re­ 
sult is regarded as very satisfactory. 


Abe Buzzard Totaliy Blind. 


L ancaster, Pa., Jan. 3.—Abo Buzzard, 
one of tho members of the famous Welsh 
mountain outlaw and robber family of 
that name, who, like hj.*> brothers, has 
spent the nic.jor part of his adult life in 
jail, has gone totally blind, and has been 
admitted ad an inmate into the county 
aluishotiho. 


BRUTAL KENTUCKY LYNCHING. 


A Mobs’ T errible V engeance on nil Errlngf 
W ife and H er Paramour.' 


Lebanon, Ky., Dec. SO.—Within two 
miles of this city Saturday night a rolonf- 
less mob burned to death a pregnant wo­ 
man and riddled with bullets her gray 
haired paramour. Tho blackened and dis­ 
figured corpses of tho victims, Mrs. Thomas 
West and William DeVeres, wore found in 
tho ruins of tho woman’s homo yesterday 
by tho 14-year-old daughter of tho mur­ 
dered man. 


Tho affair was tho outgrowth of tho old 
story of faithless wife and revengeful hus­ 
band. 
Sovcral months ago Devores, a 
middle aged widower, was accused by 
Thomas West, a prosporous farmer, of in­ 
timacy with Mrs. West. Quarrel followed 
quarrel throughout tho fall, until West in­ 
stituted divorco proceedings and declared 
that Devores must dio. The men met in 
Lebanon and West snapped his revolvor, 
which missed Are, and Deveres killed him 
on tho spot. 


On tho plea of self defense tho murderer 
secured bail, and scandalized tho neigh­ 
borhood by immediately taking his two 
daughters and moving into West’s houso. 
Saturday night h mob surrounded tho 
house, and when Deveres and Mrs. West 
refused to come out and bo murdered, 
after a little daughter of Dovercs had boon 
allowed to depart, the house was set on 
ilro. Mrs. West perished in tho flames and 
Deveres was brought down by twenty-five 
bullets as he attempted to run the gaunt­ 
let, after being terribly burned. Citizens 
aro aroused over the brutal affair, and 
punishment is sure to follow. 


A Now Year’s G ift for Minors. 


P ittsburg, Jan. 1.—W. P. Do Armit, of 
the New York and Cleveland Coal com­ 
pany, notified his employes that beginning 
with the now year tho mining rate will be 
sixty-four cents per ton, an advance of 
five cents over tho rate now paid. Tho in­ 
crease was voluntary, and indicates that a 
uniform rate of sixty-four cents for the 
ensuing year will be arranged by the joint 
scaio committee of operators and minors, 
which meets hero on Thursday. Mr. Do 
Armit states, however, that if he finds a 
lower rato is being paid by any operator 
ho will reduce his rato to forty-nine cents. 
If a uniform rato is established hero the 
miners claim it will mean better wages in 
Ohio, Indiana and Illinois. 


A San Francisco Sensation. 


S an F rancisco, Dec. 30.—Mrs. Mary A. 
Davidson has been arrested on tho charge 
of oxtortion preferred by Rev. C. O. Brown, 
pastor of the First Congregational church. 
Dr. Brown charges her with blackmail, 
and says he paid her $500 to secure her 
silence in regard to his alleged relations 
with Miss Overman, a young woman from 
Tacoma, who visited at his houso. Both 
tho women belonged to his congregation. 
Miss Overman and tho church members 
uphold tho minister. Mrs. Davidson de­ 
nies tho charge of blackmail, saying she 
acted as Brown’s agent, at his solicitation, 
in preventing an exposure by one Mrs. 
BadtUn, who cannot bo located. 


R epublicans Control the Senate, 


W ashington, Dec. 31.—The committees 
of tho senate yesterday passed into tho 
control of the Republicans by a vote of 80 
to 28. Tho change in the political com­ 
plexion of tho committees was effected by 
tho adoption of a resolution organizing 
tho committees as agreed to by tho Re­ 
publican and Democratic steoring com­ 
mittees. Tho Populists, with the excep­ 
tion of Mr. Kyle, of South Dakota, de­ 
clined to vote, and the Republicans, hav­ 
ing a plurality of the senate, were thus 
enabled to adopt the resolution, Mr. Kylo 
voted with the Domocrats against tho re­ 
organization. 


A nother Bond Issue Coming:. 


W ashington, Doc. 31.—There is now no 
reasonable doubt that another bond issue 
has been fully agreed upon, and that tho 
details of a contract with a syndicate, of 
which Mr. J. Pierpont Morgan is tho head, 
havo been arranged, so that nothing re­ 
mains to bo dono to carry it into effect but 
for the secretary of tho treasury to sign 
his name thereto. Tho amount of the next 
issue, it is almost certain, has been fixed 
at $100,000,000, and it is believed that the 
terms of tho contract aro rather more 
favorable to the government than those 
under which the last issue was made.

"COAL OIL 


IN THE LIFE OP 
JOHNHT-" 


From aPoorliouse to the Acquisition 


of Vast Fortunes—Wild Kxtr»v«- 
gance—Poverty and Reformation. 
I 


N December, 1857, William Me- 
Cliutook, owner of an almost 
worthless little farm on Oil Creek, 
in Franklin County, Penn., ac- 


companied by his wife, went to the 
county poorhouse to pick out a boy 
for adoption, as they had already 
adopted from the. same institution a 
daughter. They selected a lad twelve 
or fifteen years old, to whom the name 
of John Steele had been attached— 
though how he got it does not appear 
in the record. A little more than a 
year later the faimer died, leaving all 
his small property to his widow, and 
she, impressed by his sudden demise 
with a new sense of the insecurity of 
life, almost immediately made her will. 
She bequeathed to her adopted daugh- 
ter, who was her favorite, the sum of 
82000, the total sum she and her hus- 
band had, by a lifetime of frugality 
and toil, managed to save. The boy, 
John Steele, she left the farm, which 
was possibly worth a couple of hun- 
dred dollars at that time. 
Within a 


few months altar her execution of that 
instrument, on August 28, 1859, Col- 
onel Drake struck oil on the first bored 
well, which was on the McClintock 
farm. 


Colonel Drake leased one-eighth of 


an acre from the Widow McClintock. 
for which she received one-half of the 
yield of the well. 
That contract was 


made in advance, when nobody had 
an. idea of what a well might yield, 
and neither party to it had any mono- 
poly of amazement when hundreds of 
barrels of petroleum per diem was 
realised. Very speedily the farm was 
leased out in one-eighth-of-an-acre 
patches and dotted all over with wells. 
The widow was in receipt of thousands 
of barrels of oil every day, for which 
she found ready sale at from 812 to 
| 815 per barrel, and the sums of mousy 


she handled were greater than she had 
' ever before believed existed. As she 
had no confidence in banks, she sent 
down to Pittsburg for a big safe, which 
die crammed full of money and bonds. 


One evening in March, 1862, John 


Steele, who had been away with a 
team hauling oil, returned home and 
found the house in ashes. The charred 
bones of the widow were picked out of 
the ruins. It was supposed that she 
had accidentally set herself blazing, 
and then the house, by rashly using 
petroleum to start the kitchen fire. 


As John Steele had been legally 


' adopted, he was the natural heir to 
the contents of the big safe and the 
river of revenue from the oil-produc- 
ing farm, his possession of which was 
further fortified by the widow's will, 
made before the change in her fortune. 
This sudden acquisition of enormous 
wealth turned his head, not all at 
once, but speedily. He wished to 
tird in enjoyment of it an intensified 


tunes, and creditors, scenting his 
downfall, were pressing him. 
He 


mortgaged the farm for • large sum, 
and plunged afresh into even wilder 
extravagance and more reckless dissi- 
pation than before, but with loss to go 
upon, and the end came quickly. His 
mad career was over. 


After a short time of abject destitu- 


tion, in which he was deserted by all 
who had preyed upon him, he went to 
work driving the Girard House stage, 
in which guests were carried to and 
from the railroad depots.

wearied of that, and somebody paid j those'of 
his fare back to Oil Creek, where he 
obtained employment as a freight 
handler at the depot, in which capaci- 
ty he earned §25 a month. 
That was 


not enough to support himself and his 
family, and there was nothing more 
remunerative that he could find there 
to do. 


His wife raised by the sale of her 


jewelry, a sum sufficient for the trans- 
portation of the tamiy out to Nebras- 
ka, and there, in Lincoln, Coal Oil 
Johnny settled down. They were very 
poor, but managed somehow to live, 
for Johnny was a willing worker at 
any labor he could procure. Realiz- 
ing the evil fortune of such limitation 
as had been put upon his capacities by

Philadelphia bank in which he had 
made his informal deposit thirty years 
before, learned of the unhappy condi- 
tion of the Steele family away out in 
Nebraska, of the total reformation in 
Coal Oil Johnny's habits, and the 
manly straggle he was making to atone 
for the past. Having assured them- 
selves of the identification of their 
erratic depositor, they made up his 
account and forwarded to him the sum 
left in their charge, with interest from 
the date of its deposit. 
How much it 


was is known only to those concerned, 
but it is believed to have been some- 
where about $30,090, probably more 
rather than less. 
With that money 


700 acres of choice farming land near 
Ashland were purchased, and a good 


consciousness of its reality, but was 
too ignorant to do so in any intelligent 
way.

CAREER. OF A PRODIGAL. 


DTS AND DOWNS IN THE LIFE OF 
"COAL OIL JOHNNT.” 


From aP oorhouse to tlio Aoqulsitlon 
o f Vast Fortunes—W ild Kxfcravn- 
ganco—Poverty aud Reform ation. 
I 


N December, 1857, William Mc- 
Olintook, ownor of an almost 
worthless little farm on Oil Creek, 
in Franklin County, Penn., ac­ 
companied by his wife, went to the 
county poorhouse to pick out a boy 
for adoption, as thoy had already 
adopted from the.same institution u 
daughter. 
They selected a lad twelve 
or fifteen years old, to whom the name 
of John Steelo had been attached— 
though how he got it does not appear 
in the record. 
A little more than a 
year later the faimer died, leaving all 
hiB small property to his widow, aud 
she, impressed by his sudden demise 
with a new sense of the insecurity of 
life, almost immediately made her will. 
She bequeathed to her adopted daugh­ 
ter, who was her favorite, the sum of 
82000, the total sum she and her hus­ 
band had, by a lifetime of frugality 
and toil, managed to save. 
The boy, 
John Steele, she loft the farm, which 
was possibly worth a oouple of hun­ 
dred dollars at that time. 
Within a 
few months alter her execution of that 
instrument, on August 28, 1859, Col­ 
onel Drake struck oil on the first bored 
well, which was on the McClintock 
farm. 


Colonel Drake leased one-oighth of 
an acre from the Widow McClintock, 
for which she received one-half of the 
yield of the well. 
That contract was 
made in* advance, when nobody had 
an. idea of what a well might yield, 
and neither party to it had any mono­ 
poly of amazement when hundreds of 
barrels of petroleum per diem was 
realised. 
Very speedily the farm was 
leased out in one-eighth-of-an-acre 
patches and dotted all over with wells. 
The widow was in receipt of thousanefs 
of barrels of oil every day, for which 
she found ready sale at from $12 to 
$15 per barrel, and the sums of money 
she handled were greater than she had 
ever before believed existed. 
As she 
had no confidence m banks, she sent 
down to Pittsburg for a big safe, which 
she crammed full of money and bonds. 


One evening in March, 1862, John 
Steele, who had been away with a 
team hauling oil, returned home and 
found the house in ashes. The charred 
bones of the widow were picked out of 
the ruins. 
It was supposed that she 
had accidentally set hersolf blazing, 
and then the house, by rashly using 
petroleum to start the kitchen lire. 


As John Steele had been legally 
adopted, he was the natural heir to 
the contents of the big safe and the 
river of revenue from the oil-produc­ 
ing farm, his i^ossession of which was 
further fortified by the widow's will, 
made before the change in her fortune. 
This sudden acquisition of enormous 
wealth turned his head, not all at 
once, but speedily. 
He wished to 
find in enjoyment of it an intensified 
consciousness of its reality, but was 
too ignorant to do so in any intelligent 
way. 
He marriod the daughter of one 
of his workmen, and she taught him to 
write his name in a laborious, me­ 
chanical way, and that was all he ever 
learnod of the art and mystery of let 
ters. 


Only a few months after his marriage 
he went away to Philadelphia, taking 
with him a boon companion named 
Slocum, whose assigned duty was the 
carrying of his money and paying it 
out as he chose to squander it. 
The 
life of prodigality and uncontrolled 
dissipation into which ho plunged was 
so wild as to be almost beyond belief. 
Ho ordered champagne, not by the 
bottle, but by the basket. 
Ho gave a 
$3000 diamond to a minstrel for sing­ 
ing a song that pleased him. 
Ho fre­ 
quently bought carriages and the 
teams attached when he wished to ride 
a few blocks, and then presented them 
to the drivers. 
On one occasion he 
wagored a bottle of wine that he would 
spend, actually paying out “for fun,” 
aud not giving away, $10,000 a day for 
sixty days, and won the bottle. 
At 
another time he received a large sum 
of money from the rentals on the farm 
when he was on the street and quite 
drunk. 
It was in bank notes, as he al­ 
ways required it, checks being objects 
of suspicion with him, and when he 
had stuffed it into his pockets they 
bulged out like those of an urchin af­ 
ter a raid on an apple orchard. 
His 
coat could not set well on him, padded 
with money as he was, and ho was dis­ 
gusted* 
Just then he caught sight of 
a bank, and, rushing into it* with the 
airy formality of “ Here, take care of 
this stuff for me. 
I’ts a nuisance, ” 
dumped the whole pile before the re­ 
ceiving teller, and went away, ere that 
f untionary could take breath or gather 
his wits sufficiently to give any evi­ 
dence of the deposit. 
And when Coal 
Oil Johnny, as John Steele was by this 
time known,' tried, in a brief spasm of 
sobriety, to remember where ho had 
left all that money, he was quite un­ 
able to do so. 
And, he decided, to 
hunt it up would involve more trouble 
than it was worth. 
Its loss did not 
worry him at all. 


Suddenly his wealth came to an end. 
He had succeeded in squandering even 
more than his vast income, and was in 
debt.. Of course, he had been plun­

remunerative that he could find there 
to do. 


His wifo raised by the sale of her 
jewelry, a sum sufficient for tho trans­ 
portation of the famly out to Nebras­ 
ka, and there, in Lincoln, Coal Oil 
Johnny settled down. 
Thoy were very 
poor, but managed somehow to live, 
for Johnny was a willing worker at 
any labor ho could procure.

ing the evil fortune of such limitation 


before, says tho Now York Sun,

In some way the directors of that 
Philadelphia bank in which he had 
made his informal deposit thirty years 
before, learned of the unhappy condi­ 
tion of the Steele family away out in 
Nebraska, of the total reformation in 
Coal Oil Johnny’s habits, and the 
manly struggle he was making to atone 
for the past. 
Having assured them­ 
selves of the identification of their 
erratic depositor, they made up his 
account and forwarded to him the sum 
left in their charge, with interest from 
the date of its deposit. 
How much it 
was is known only to those concerned, 
but it is believed to have been some­ 
where about $‘30,000, probably more 
rather than less. 
With that money 
700 acres of choice farming land near 
Ashland were purchased, and a good 
house erected, with barns, outhouses, 
excellent fences, and so forth.

Mr. W. A. Gulden, the blind piano 


tuner from Bonneauville, spent several 
days of last week with his similarly 
unfortunate friend, Mr. J. W. Sunday, 
at the National House. Like all blind 
men he has trained himself to do many 
things that appear wonderful to his 
observers through the perseverance and 
patience made a necessity for their ac- 
complishment. 
One of the things 


that Mr. Gulden does that incites sur- 
prise and wonder is the playing of 
cards. Not only does he play but in 
the language of the game, "plays a 
good game," as a number of our citi- 
zens will attest, some having been 
beaten by him. "How can a blind 
man play cards," you ask. Well it is 
this way. They have a system of read- 
ing and wiiting known as the "Braille 
System," their pen in writing being a 
pin, with which they prick on the pa- 
per certain figures that represent the 
letters of the alphabet. Their sensitive 
touch at once tells them the letter that 
is represented, and thus they read and 
write. Mr. Gulden has his own deck 
and on each end of every card be has 
letters that tell him what they are. 
For instance, the ace of hearts in their 
style of letters is marked A. H.f and 
all the cards are as plainly told.—East 
Berlin News.

The law is: "That qualified 
voters of every borough and township, 
and wheie a borough is divided into 
wards of every ward in the Common- 
wealth of Pennsylvania shall on the 
third Tuesday of February, Anno Do 
mini, 1896, and triennially thereafter 
vote for and elect a properly qualified 
person for high constable in each of 
said boroughs, and the persons so elect- 
ed shall serve lor three years."

Crippled by a Fire-

Y~I | HE recent fire at the Univer- 


sity of Virginia, Charlottes- 
ville, Va., was a cause of grief 
not only to the graduates and 


immediate friends of that institution, 
but also to a far greater number of the 
people who know it only by reputation 
as one of the most honorable seats of 
learning in the country. 
The crea- 


tion oi' such an institution had long 
been a dream of Thomas Jefferson, 
and the just pride that he took in its 
realization was illustrated by tha in- 
scription that he prepared for hia 


project of Thomas Jefferson for forty 
years. As early as 1779 he conceived 
the idea, but the public demands upon 
his time for many years were BO great 
that it was not until after the peace 
with England in 1815 that he could 
give his undivided attention to it. He 
proposed to found "a university on a 
plan so broad, liberal and modern as 
to be worth patronizing with the pub- 
lic support and be a temptation to the 
youth of other States to come and 
drink of the cup of knowlekge and 
fraternize with us." 
Such was hi* 


language to Dr. Priestley in 1800, and 
his hope was "to draw from Europe 
the first characters in science." 


In 1819 a charter was obtained from 


the Virginia Legislature and a location 
selected at Charlottesville, in Albe- 
marie County. The corner stone of 
Lhe university was laid in the presence 
of a great concourse of people, chisf 
among them being Jefferson, Madison 
and Monroe, two ex-Presidents and 
the then President. The place was 


from England, was the foremost cbem- 
ist of the time and noted for his scien- 
tific attainments. Four States wero 
competing for his services in their 
schools of learning, but when Jeffer- 
son invited him to Charlottesville he 
accepted. 
The orthodox Virginians, 


however, would not stand it, for Dr. 
Cooper was a Unitarian, and a stortn 
was evoked that threatened the well- 
being of the university. Jefferson was 
obliged to yield and relinquished Dr. 
Cooper to one of the other institutions 
competing for his services. 


The main body of the professors were 


engaged in England, only the chairs 
of law, ethics and chemistry beiaij 
tilled trom the United Stated and in 
March.

only five miles distant from Moati- 
cello, Jefferson's country seat, and 
Jefferson daily watched the new build- 
ings as they arose. It was the last 
work of his life, the crowning grace of 
a career spent in the public service 
and for good of his country, 


j 
A large sum of money had been 


raised by public subscription, JeJer 
son himself contributing $1000, but it 
was not Jefferson's idea that it should 
be a private institution. He intended 
that it should be a State institution, 
to be supported largely by the State, 
and this was where the tug of war 


. came. The Virginia Legislature was 
1 not accustomed to appropriate money 
for such objects. 
The people were 


poor, money carne hard, and party 
passion was not extinct. 


A very respectable and influential 


minority 
in 
the 
State were op- 


posed to Jefferson on many grounds, 
but more particularly on the ground 
of 
religion. 
Orthodoxy was still 


powerful, and it was feared that 
an educational institution 
fathered 


by Thomas J efferson would teach free- 
thinking in religion, if not atheism. 
Hs finally conquered, however. Good- 
ly sums were appropriated to erect the 
handsome buildings that 
Jefferson 


planned. 
Three hundred thousand 


dollars in all were given for the build- 
ings—a large sum of money in the 
early days of this century—and $15,- 
000 a year was devoted to the support 
of the institution. 


Jefferson was the Chairman of the 


First Board of Trustees, and it was the 
work of the last years of his life to 
superintend the buildings as they were 
erected. 
He engaged workmen, se- 


lected timber, bought bricks, and even 
hired workmen to come from Italy to j 
make the carvings in stone. 
In ths 


iverage attendance was larger, there 
jeing representatives from nearly all 
:he States, though, of course, nminly 
from the Southern States. 


_ Jefferson, oi course, selected the 
library, ex'jiadins: therefrom all works 
of fiction, 
not because such books 


j should not be read, but because they 
i had noplace in the library of an edu- 
! cational institution. 


_ Jefferson's idea of college or univer- 
sity discipline was to place the stu- 
dents on honor, trusting- them as gen- 
tlemen to conform to the rules of °the 
institution. It has worked with ad- 
mirable success as a rule. 
A spirit of 


freedom has been developed, 
and 


while there have been individuals who 
have proved false, the great body of 
the students have baen faithful to 
high ideals of behavior. 


When the Civil War came the ma- 


jority of the Southern students cast 
their fortunes with the army of the 
Confederacy, and the university was 
subjected to a severe or deal. 
When 


the war broke out the average attend- 
ance oi' students was 6,10. ' It tell a 
onca to a score or two. but the insti- 
tution was kept open, and only once 
did the war come near it. 
In March, 


1855, General Sheridan and his cav- 
ilry was at Charlottesviile for a jium- 
3er of days, but during his stay ha 
placed guards around the grounds or 
the university, and preserve! the 
property uninjured. 
Since the war 


;he university has regained itsaacieai 
prestige, the attendance being larger 
than ever before. 
^ 


The present disaster will be a irreat 


blow, for it cannot be restored^ ifc 
was, and many of the historical as- 
sociations will be destroyed forever. 
The hopeful side of this melancholy 
picture is ssea ia the promptness ait'.I 
zeal with which the faculty have 
started a movement to restore tha 
burned buildings, and at the sains 
time to provide the university with 
other buildings that have long been 
sadly needed. It is proposed to re- 
erect the rotunda on the old lines, and 
thus perpetuate the outward evidence 
of Jefferson's work as the founder of 
the institution. 
The estimated cost 


of this restoration is $30,000, and a 
new building is desired to replace the 
annez which shall cost $90,000; while 
other structures that are needed at 
the earliest possible moment will call 
for $76,000, and the purchase of new 
books and the proper endowment or 
the library 850,000 .apiece—a grand 
total of $340,000, towards whica in- 
surance and endowments in hand will 
provide $58,000. Thera is thus re- 
quired, the faculty estimate, $283,000 
"to rehabilitate our alma mater in a 
manner not unworthy of her illus- 
trious father and her devoted sons." 
A confident appeal for help will be 
made £o the Virginia Legislature, but 
pending its action, the faculty iavlta 
she alumni of the institutiou to share 
in the work. "Xor should the call 
reach only graduates of the univer- 
sity," says ths New York Post. "Its 
'ullesi equipment is a matter of Na- 
'.ional importance, and no friend of 
ducatioa in any nark of the conuirv 
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could do better service for the UP- 
juildinpr of the South, and thereby o? 
;he whole country, than by a contri- 
bution to tnis fund."

GARBAGE 
COSSTOIEJ*. 


A Boston physician has invented a 


vice by which all kitche-n garbage may 
be utilized as fuel. 
The" material is 


put into a dryer through which the 
hot air from the range circulates un- 
til all the moisture is 
evaporated. 


The receptacle then contains a quan- 
tity of refuse that is highly inflamma- 
ble and will make excellent kindling, 
or may be thrown upon the fire and 
speedily burns out. This, of coarse, 
is practicable only where people burn 
coal fires.- In wood-stoves the heat is 
not of the right quality unless the fire 
is kept up to- a raging pitch. Wliere 
gas or electricity or oil is used for 
heating, this way of disposing of gar- 
bage is out of the question. There 
are, however, enough coal-stoves used 
in our large cities to make this a mat- 
ter of very great importance. It would 
pay the Uoard of Health to furnish 
these garbage dryers to every family, 
and pass the most stringent law,§ com- 
pelling their u& > and proper care. The 
most useful plan would be to use the 
garbage as a fertilizer for worn out 
lands, but this involves great eost and 
great danger. Decaying animal and 
vegetable 
matter must 
be carted 


through the streets, drippings fall upon 
the pavements, are dried and whirled 
by the wind into the nostrils of pedes- 
trians. 
Where it is possible, garbage 


should be consumed, and* by the way, 
ft great deal of tbis is done when noth- 
ing is said about it. Many?amilies pat 
into the kitchen range everything of a 
waste character, and find great econo- 
my in fuel in consequence.—New Ycjrjf 
Ledger. 


EECIPES. 


Veal Cutlets—Cut, pare and flatten 


and dip in a. beaten egg seasoned with 
pepper and salt, roll in bread crumbs 
i>r cracker dust, fiatteu again and try. 
Serve with rashers of bacon and slices 
of lemon. 


'Graham Muffins—One quart graham 


flour, two ten~poonfuls baking powder, 
one-half tablespoonful butter, one 
saltspoonful salt> two eggs, enough 
milk to make a good batter. Bake in 
well-buttered muffin pan. 


Peach Granite—Half-dozen peaches, 


skianed and chopped, make a sirup of 
a cupful of sugar and a little less 
water. 
Season with lemon; pack in 


salt and ice. 
When nearly frozen add 


the whites of two eggs firmly whipped, 
mix and mold. 


Bonne Femme Soup—Heat one quart 


chicken or veairstock. Boil one pint 
good milk. 
Beat up the yo]ks of two 


eggs, add to them the boiling milk, 
and stir this into the soup quickly; 
do not let boiL Season with pepper 
and salt. Before serving add shredded 
lettuce which has been boiled with a 
pinch of soda to keep green; also 
small three-cornered pieces of toast. 


Fish Kartoffel—Cut into thick slices 


six or eight peeled potatoes. Boil in 
salt water. When done do not pour 
water off, but add a tablespoonful but- 
ter, a pinch of cayenne pepper, a lit- 
tle celery salt, juice of one onion and 
a little minced parsley. 
Then add 


one-half cup cold milk in whioh a ta- 
blespoonfnl of float has been smoothly 
stirred. 
Boil until creamed. 


Scalloped Apples—Mrs one-half cup 


sugar with the grated rind and juice 
of a lemon. Peel and slice eight large 
apples. Melt one-third cup of butter 
and stir in it two cups soft bread 
crumbs. Butter pudding dish. Make 
a layer of bread crumbs, then & layer 
of apples, then add sugar and one* cup 
water; cover top with bread crumbs. 
Bake forty-five minutes covered; then 
uncover until light brown. Serve with 
cream.

A LONG, BUSY AND SUCCESSFUL CAREER 
PEACEFULLY ENDED AT A 
GOOD OLD AGE. 


On Saturday evening at 6 o’closk, 
William D. Himes, Esq,, one of the 
leading citizens of New Oxford, pass­ 
ed peacefully away at bis residence on 
Centre Square, iu his 84tli year. His 
death w’as tho result of old age rath­ 
er than of any disease, rtnd his illuess 
was attended with but little physical 
suffering. 


Deceused was well kuown through­ 
out this sectiou as a prominent busi­ 
ness man.

ford and resided here tbe greater part 
of his life. 
Bis father, Col. George 
Himes, also n man of grent business 
prominence, was tbe sou of Francis 
Himes, of Hanover, and bis mother 
was a daughter of Daniel Baruitz. In 
his eariy life, he learned the trade of 
tanning, first in Hanover, aud subse­ 
quently in York and Philadelphia, be­ 
coming an expert in the manufacture 
of leathers of tho highest grades. Af­ 
ter an extended trip through the “For 
West” of that day, as far as Chicago, 
then a trading post, riding hundreds 
of miles on horseback, he engaged for 
a abort time in merchandizing at. In­ 
tercourse, Lancaster county, but soon 
left to assist his father in the man­ 
agement of his growing business in­ 
terests 
In tbis echool by contact 
with prominent lawyers and business 
men, lie acquired a practical business 
education that made his judgement 
unusually broad and sound. 
Arnoug 
those with whom he was particularly 
intimate was Tbaddeus Stevens, in 
his early career aB lawyer and p o l i ­ 
tician iu Adams county, not only as a 
trusted legal counsellor, but as a busi­ 
ness associate of bis father. 
He was 
the ardent admirer and persistent po­ 
litical friend of tbe old Commoner, to 
the last, and was full of reminiscenses 
of those earlier days of warm politi­ 
cal contests over the questions of pub 
lie schools, slavery, «fee. 


He was engaged at one time in op 
crating Margaretta Furnace, in York 
county, and this property rempins as 
portion of Ids estate, although tbe 
furnace has been dismantled as out 
of competition with more favorably 
located works. 
The property origin 
ally comprised Woodstock Furnace 
Forge, a flouring mill, ore banks, &c , 
the half interest of which belonging 
to his father’s estate he purchased. 
His excellent judgement of the value 
and capabilities of real estate of all 
descriptions made him a frequent pur­ 
chaser and at times on a large scale 


For forty years ho was a director 
of tho York & Petersburg Turnpike 
Company, and for fitteen years Pres 
ideut of tho Petersburg and Gettys­ 
burg Turnpike Company. 
At the 
time of his death he was Vico Pres 
ideut of the Gettysburg National 
Bank, of which he had been a Direc­ 
tor far more than half a century, and 
meeting of whose board seldom occur­ 
red without his presence. 
Iu local 
affairs Mr. Himes always took a deep 
and active interest. 
Even under the 
weight of years his mind was active 
and unclouded, aud when for a few 
months he was confined to the house 
his intelligent interest in everything 
continued unabated. 


Ho was president of the first build­ 
ing and loan association ever organ­ 
ized here, in which $60,000 were han­ 
dled without the loss of a penny and 
without a suit to any stockholder. 
When the borough was organized iu 
1874 he was among the first to be 
elected to tbo Towu Council, and was 
continued in that office for a number 
of years. He was one of the incorpor- 
utors of tbe New Oxtord Cemetery As­ 
sociation, aud was its president for 
ten years. 


Since his retirement from more ac 
tivq business, some years ago, his ser­ 
vices have been at tbe request of any 
one who desired advice or counsel, 
and many will remember gratefully 
bis readiness to aid and tbe geuerul 
kindness of his disposition. 


He was married in 1836 to Magda­ 
len Lamus, daughter of Christian La 
;j nius, a prominent citizen of York, by

which marriage fiv6 children survive 
him, namely: Prof. Chas. F. Himes,of 
Dickinsou College, Carlisle; Helen A., 
wife of Rev; W. H. Keith, of Gettys­ 
burg; Mary E , wife of Prof. J. W. 
Kilpatrick,of Central College,Fayette, 
Mo.; William A. aud Harry O. Himes, 
of New Oxford, 
Mrs. Himes died 
Sept 2otb, 1874.

A correspondent asks, ( 1) “What is 
¡bimetalism? 
( 2) “ How much does it 
•cost the government including the bul­ 
lion to make a five dollar gold piece ? 
t(3) “Will five silver dollars redeem a 
jfive dollar gold piece at the U. S. 
treasury ?” 


(t) 
Bimetalism is a system of cur* 
T en cy based on the double standard of 
•silver and gold at a fixed ratio—the 
•proposed ratio being 16 to 1—that is 
sixteen times the amount of silver in a 
silver dollar as gold in a gold dollar. 
Mononietalism is a gold standard of 
value or a silver standard of value. 
Bimetalism is a gold and silver stand­ 
ard, the one being equal to the other 
a t the fixed ratio and its people having 
the choice of paying debts in the one 
or the other— whichever may be most 
convenient. 


( 2) 
The bullion in a five dollar 
gold piece is worth five dollars, and the 
■cost of coining it is but a trifle. 


(3) 
The government would not pay 
out any gold for silver at this time be­ 
cause it needs the gold badly. 
The 
present silver dollar, although having 
but 53 cents worth of bullion in it, 
however, is legal tender, and five dol­ 
lars in silver would be received at the 
treasury for the same value as five dol­ 
lars in gold.' 


Gold and silver were first used as 
money fashioned into rings or beads, 
which were weighed at each Jransaction 
just like flitch ot sausage, until it oc­ 
curred to a genius in Lydia, nearly 
three thousand years ago, to cast the 
metals into disks of convenient size, 
the public weigher or some other func­ 
tionary putting his. official mark on 
them as a guaranty of their weight in 
order to dispense with the use of a 
scale at each exchange. 
This is the 
origin of coined money. 
The mint 
stamp on gold and silver disks means 
neither more nor less to day than it 
did then—it simp y indicates the quan­ 
tity and fineness of the metal contain­ 
ed in the coin. 
Values are not creat­ 
ed by government fiat, but by the 
higgling cf the market and the relation 
between supply and demand. 
These 
are homely truths; but they seem to 
require reiteration during the present 
period of obfuscation.

Tht*City is Liable. 


Judge Albright decided last week 
that when the city authorities confine 
or isolate a family wherein any conta 
giotis disease exists, the city is respon 
sible and must provide food for the 
quarantined family and pay for the 
sustenance so furnished. 


Some time ago an amicable action 
was started to determine whether the 
city was compelled to provide for fam 
ilies in houses quarantined on account 
of contagious diseases. 
During the 
prevalence of scarlet fever and diph 
theria last winter the Board of Health 
ordered that certain houses should be 
quarantined. 
For a time the families 
were provided with the necessities of 
life at the expense of the city. 
Later, 
however^ Controller Hausman was in 
formed that he had no authority to 
sign the warrants. 
Zellir.er Brothers, 
who had furnished groceries to the 
quarantined tamily ot Mr. Hopple, 
then sued the city. 
The opinion of 
Judge Albright is as follows: 


«The facts being that the family of 
Mr. Hopple were quarantined by the 
city, because a member ot the family 
had a contagious disease and all the 
inmates were forbidden to leave the 
house; that Mr. Hopple was unable to 
follow his usual occupation and procure 
the means ot a livelihood for himself 
and family, the Board of Health di­ 
rected tfie procurement of the grocer­ 
ies, the price of which is here claimed 
from the plaintiff for the Hopple fami­ 
ly, and that said goods were necessary 
to maintain and support the family. 


“It must be held that the municipal­ 
ity is bound to pay for said provisions. 
By virtue of the police power delegat­ 
ed by the State to the municipality, 
the latter has the undoubted right to 
isolate and confine persons because of 
the existence of contagious diseases. 
Humanity and preservation of life are 
bssis of such right. 
The same grounds 
forbid that those who for the benefit 
of their neighbors are detained in their 
dwellings and prevented from procur­ 
ing food and other things necessary to 
sustain life shall famish.

There being no express power to 
pay a claim of this nature, it was the 
part of prudence of the city authorities 
to decline to approve an expenditure 
ot this kind. 
It was a proper case to 
submit for judicial decision.”

WHEATHAX FOB COWS. 


Wheat hay is not a good feed for 


dairy cows. 
There are some other 


kinds of fodder wh-ich are much better, 
as oats and peas, which will grow 
where wheat will. 
Corn is an excel- 


lent ladder, especially when made in- 
to silage. 
Millet grows well in dry, 


hot localities, and 
wheat 
grain, 


ground, for the cows, will make an ex- 
cellent addition to these fodders, with 
sugar beets or mangels. Thus, there 
•will be no scarcity of crops to take 
the place of wheat. A silo should be 
one-fourth deeper than its diameter— 
thus, if it is twelve feet square, it 
should be fifteen or sixteen feet deep, 
and, in fact, the deeper it is the bet- 
ter all round, as the silage packs more 
solidly, and this makes it keep better. 
Thus, the depth is a matter'of con- 
venience mostly—the greater the bet- 
ter—but it should not be less than the 
limit above mentioned. Con is cut 
for silage when the grain is glaze:}.— 
New York Times, 


VALUE OF CORN. 


Considerable difference of opinion 


exists among 'farmers as to the num- 
ber of pounds of pork that can be 
made from a bushel of corn. The es- 
timates run all the way from three to 
twelve pounds. The amount depends 
upon the kind of stock, the weather, 
the skill of the feeder and other con- 
ditions. 
Breeds, too, differ in this 


respect, some 
showing somewhat 


greater gains than others, but all the 
improved varieties respond more read- 
ily than the scrub. It is impossible, 
therefore, to lay down any regular 
rule by which to find the pork equiva- 
lent 'of a bushel of corn. 
"We are 


able only to determine the approxi- 
mate value. 


KIKDS OF TREES FOE SHADE. 


Those who wish to plant trees olten 


ask what kinds of trees are the best to 
be planted and the most likely to give 
general satisfaction as shade and orna- 
mental trees. 


Here, as in almost everything else, 


tastes differ, but we think we are safe 
in saying always plant native trees if 
you wish your work to be permanent 
and approved by posterity; for tree 
planting should have the blessing of 
those who come after us. We have 
such an abundance of beautiful native 
trees that we can have large room for 
selection. Our sugars and hard maules, 
our tulip tree and our elros, our*lin- 
dens and our sycamore, all make^good 
shade trees in soils well adopted to 
them, in the Middle and Northern 
States. For general purposes as beau- 
tiful shade trees we would prefer the 
sugars and elms and the tulip tree, 
which is very beautiful tree and a 
rapid grower if it has a fair chance. 
The ashirees make a fine growth in 
an open space, and for roadside shade 
we confess a liking to the black wal- 
nut, as well as to the white walnut or 
butternut, which is a very attractive 
tree and a rapid grower, but these last 
must be giown from the nut, as trans- 
planting unless quite small is scarcely 
ever successful. To these may be 
added our evergreens, which may be 
selected according to the tasfce of the 
planter for the climate in which he 
lives. We have omitted an elegant 
and favorite tree, "the magnolia," 
which is beautifully ornamented when 
the climate is not too severe. 
There 


are so many other native trees, especi- 
ally in the Southern States, which can 
be selected that we have only yet to 
say, do not plant "foreign trees," un- 
less for mere curiosity, and do not 
plant trees vrhich produce a litter 
around your premises for half the 
summer, or such as send their roots to 


I the surface for forty feet around them.

Terrible Eesults of a Theater Panic 
in Baltimore, 


BALiiM0in3, McL, Deo. S8.—Tnnsonsolcss 
panic, causod by a dofcctivo gas burner 
and a foolisii cry of liro, at tlio old Front 
Street tlieaior 
Inst 
night, twcnfcy-iour 
peoplo wore killed, two fatally injured and 
ten moro soriously hurt. 
Almost all t he victims are of Polish na- 
, tivity aud Hebrew extraction, and many 
of thoinjiu'cdwoi'otakeu to their homes 
by friomls. 


The theater, which is probably the oldest 
in the city, was illlcd from pit to dome 
with peoplo who had assembled to listen 
to Hebrew opera, which has been given in 
tho old house twice a week for tho past 
month. 
It is supposed that thero were at 
least 3,000 peoplo within tho walls when 
tho curtain went up on tho first act, whilo 
tho capacity of the house is lesstnan 2,600. 


Ten minutes after tho ciirtain rose one 
of tho attendants wont up to tho second 
•tier to light a gas jet which appeared to 
have been extiuiiuished. 
As ho applied a 
match tho light flared up, and it was seen 
that thoro wa^ no tip to tho burner. 
The 
jet was in plain view of tho greater part of 
tho audience, but as tho glare from it 
showed against tho wall some one in tho 
gallery shuured "Fire! iiro! flrel" 


In an instant there was a mad scramble 
for the door. 
Tho vanguard of tho terror 
stricken multitude reached tho entrance 
on Front street, pushed on by the howl- 
ing, shrieking mob behind them. 
Thero 
those in the foremost rank were com- 
pelled to turn to the right and to tho left 
to reach the double entrance way, built in 
tho forjn of storm doors. Passing through 
these doors they reached a flight of steps 
leading from eacli door downward to a 
landing, from whence a broad stairway of 
moderato height would have carried them 
into tho street and to safety. 


As the crowds from the 
two doors 
reached the landing, they met. There was 
a brief struggle, and then some ono lost 
his or her footing and foil. In a moment 
tho crowd, pushed with irresistible force 
from tho rear, crowded upon tho prostrate 
foriu iind biigan in turn to stumble, reel 
and presently to fall upon tho floor under 
tho myriads of feet coming from behind. 
In less time tlian it takes to tell it the 
landing was piicked twenty or thii-ty deep 
with tho panic stricken multitude, and 
the hundreds behind them were 
strug- 
gling over them to reach tho street. 


The tamult attracted an immense crowd 
froiA tlio outside, many of wliom tried to 
gain entrance to tho the theater, 
thus 
adding to tho confusion. A dozen pollco- 
men hurried to 
the scene and 
pushed 
througJi the doorway to the wi'ithing mass 
on the landing. 
Among the flrst to reach 
there was Oliicer K. J. Kelly. 
Forcing his 
way in through tho main doorway ho 
grasped a pair of arms and pulling with 
all his might dnigged a woman from un- 
der the surging crowd, dead from suiToca- 
tion. 
Again ho reached into tho mass of 
hmnanity ami pulled out a boy about 7 
years old. 
He, too, was dead, also from 
sulTocation, with ocarcely a bruiso upon his 
liody. 


Tho otlier oiliccrs, by this time rein- 
forced by a dozen of their fellows, dragged 
out tho prostrate ones, piissing them to 
those on tho sidewalk, 
Ambulances car- 
ried tho dead to tlio morgue and tho most 
seriously injured to tlio hospitiil. 


When tlio mass on the hinding had been 
cleared away tlio frightened mob insido 
were quieted down Builieiently to enable 
tlio police to clear tho tlioater. 
Then it 
was found tha^ thero liad been no danger, 
and that not a soul would liavo been in- 
jured had tlio audience but 
remained 
seated,

WILKESBAHIIE, Pa., Jan. l.—Threo men 
wore killed by a boiler explosion at tho 
Law oolliory of

company, at Avoca, yesterday. 
The dead

aged 60 years. 
Fireman John Blaso was 
slightly injured. 
Tho explosion occurred 
in ono of the iiugo boilers in tho big boiler 
houho of tlio company, and was of such 
terriiio force that it completely domolished 
tho building and tore 
McDonald 
and 
Young literally to pi(!Cos, scattering their 
remains in every direction. Tho cause was 
scarcity of water in the boilers.

BRUTAL KENTUCKY LYNCHING. 


A Mobs' Ti*rrlblo VoiiifGanro on an ISrriugr 
Wife Aud Her Paranioxtr. 


Lkbanox, Ky., Dec. ao.—Within 
two 
miles of this city Saturday night a rolon*-- 
less mob burned to death a pregnant wo- 
man and riddled with bullets her gray 
haired paramour. 
Tho blackened and dis- 
figured corpses of tho victims, Mrs. Thomas 
West and William DoVeros, wore found in 
tho ruins of tho woman's homo yesterday 
by tho I'i-year-old daughter of tho mur- 
dered man. 


Tho alTair was tho outgrowth of tlio old 
story of faithless wife and revengofxil hus- 
band. 
Several months ago Deveres, 
a 
} niiddlo aged widower, was accused by 
Thomas West, a prosperous farmer, of in- 
timacy with Mrs. West. 
Quarrel followed 
quarrel throughout tho fall, until West in- 
stituted divorco proceedings and declared 
that Deveres must dio. 
The men met in 
Lebanon and West snapped his revolver, 
which missed fire, and Doveros killed him 
on tho spot. 


On tho plea of self defense the murderer 
secured bail, and scandalized the neigh- 
borhood by immediately taking his two 
daughters and moving into West's house. 
Saturday night h mob 
surrounded 
tho 
house, and when Deveres and Mrs. West 
refused to como out and be murdered, 
after a little daughter of Dovercs had been 
allowed to depart, the house was set on 
ilre. Mrs. West perished in the flames and 
Deveres was brought down by twenty-fivo 
bullets as he attempted to run tho gaunt- 
let, after being terribly burned. 
Citizens 
aro aroused over the brutal affair, and 
punishment is sure to follow.

CAREEll OF A PRODIGAL 


UPS AND DOWNS IN THE LIFE OF 
»•COAL Olli JOHNNT." 


From aPoorliouso to tlio Aoqnisitlon 
oí Vast Fortunes—Wild Krctravii- 
ganco—Poverty aud Reformation* 
N December, 1857, William Mc- 
Olintoek, owner of an almost 
worthlesB little farm on Oil Creek, 
in Franklin County, Penn., no- 
compauied by his wife, went to the 
county poorhouae to pick out a boy 
for adoption, as they had already 
adopted from the.same institution a 
daucrhtor. 
They selected a lad twelve 
or fifteen yenrs old, to whom the name 
of John Steele had been attached— 
though how he got it does not appear 
in the record, 
A little moro than a 
year later the fnimer died, leaving all 
his small property to his widow, and 
she, impressed by his sudden demise 
with a new sense of the insecurity of 
life, almost immediately made her will. 
She bequeathed to her adopted daugh- 
ter, who was her favorite, the sum of 
32OOO5 the total Bum she and her hus- 
band had, by a lifetiaie of frugality 
and toil, managed to save. 
The boy, 
John Steele, she loft the farm, which 
was possibly worth a oouple of hun- 
dred dollars at that time. 
Within a 
few months alter her execution of thiit 
instrument, on August 28, 1859, Col- 
onel Drake struck oil on the first bored 
well, which Avas on the McClintock 
farm. 


Colonel Drake leased one-eighth of 
an acre from the Widow McClintock, 
for AVhich she received one-half of the 
yield of the well. 
That contract was 
made in advance, when nobody had 
QU, idea of what a well might yield, 
and neither party to it had any mono- 
poly of amazement when hundreds of 
barrels of petroleum per diem was 
realised. 
Very speedily the farm was 
leased out in 
one-eighth-of-an-acre 
patches and dotted all over with wells. 
The widow was in receipt of thousaucTs 
of barrels of oil every day, for which 
she found ready sale at from $12 to 
S15 per barrel, and the sums of money 
she handled were greater than she had 
ever before believed existed. 
As she 
had no confidence in banks, she sent 
down to Pittsburg for a big safe, which 
obe crammed full of money and bonds. 


One evening iu March, 1862, John 
Steele, who had been away with a 
team hauling oil, returned home and 
found the house in ashes. The charred 
bones of the widow were picked out of 
the ruins. 
It was supposed that she 
had accidentally set herself blazing, 
and then the house, by rashly using 
petroleum to start the kitchen fire. 


As John Steele had been legally 
adopted, he was the natural heir to 
the contents of the big safe and the 
river of revenue from the oil-produc- 
ing farm, his i^ossession of which was 
further fortified by the widow's will, 
made before the change in her fortune. 
This sudden acquisition of enormous 
wealth turned his head, not all at 
once, 
but speedily. 
He wished to 
find in enjoyment of it an intensified 
consciousness of its reality, but was 
too ignorant to do so in any intelligent 
way, 
HG married the daughter of one 
of his workmen, and she taught him to 
write his name in a laborious, me- 
chanical way, and that was all he over 
learnod of the art and mystery of let- 
ters. 


Only a few months after his marriage 
he went away to Philadelphia, taking 
with him a boon companion named 
Slocum, whose assigned duty was the 
carrying of his money and paying it 
out as he chose to squander it. 
The 
life of prodigality and uncontrolled 
dissipation into which he plunged was 
so wild as to be almost beyond belief. 
Ho ordered champagne, not by the 
bottle, but by the basket. 
He gave a 
$5000 diamond to a minstrel for sing- 
ing a song that pleased him, 
Ho fre- 
quently bought 
carriages and 
the 
teams attached when he wishod to ride 
a few blocks, and then presented them 
to the drivers. 
On one occasion he 
wagered a bottle of wine that he would 
spend, actually paying out "for fun," 
aud not giving away, $lü,0l)0 a day for 
sixty days, and won the bottle. 
At 
another time he received a large sum 
of money from the rentals on the farm 
when he was on the street and quite 
drunk. 
It was in bank notes, as he al- 
ways required it, checks being objects 
of suspicion with him, aod when he 
had stuffed it into his pockets they 
bulged out like those of an urchiu af- 
ter a raid on an apple orchard, 
His 
coat could not set well on him, padded 
with money as he was, and he was dis- 
gusted» 
Just then he caught sight of 
a bank, and, rushing into it with the 
airy formality of •'Here, take care of 
this stuff for me. 
I'ts a nuisance," 
dumped the whole pile before the re- 
ceiving toller, and went away, ere that 
f untionary could take breath or gather 
bis wits suificiently to give any evi- 
dence of the deposit. 
And when Coal 
Oil Johnny, as John Steele was by this 
time known," tried, in a brief spasm of 
sobriety, to remember where ho had 
left all that money, he was quite un- 
able to do fio. And, he decided, to 
bunt it up would involve more trouble 
than it 
worth. 
Its loss did not 
worry him at all. 


Suddenly hie wealth came toan end. 
He had succeeded in squandering even 
moro than his vast income, and was in 
debt.. Of course, he had been plun- 
dered mercilessly, right and left» hot, 
hud hteiftlly thrown uw^y 
^r-'; 


tunes, «ind 
creditors, scenting 
his 
downfall, were 
pressing him. 
Ho 
mortgaged the farm for A largo sum, 
and plunged airesh into even wilder 
extravagance and more reckless dissi- 
pation than before, but with leas to go 
upon, and the end came quickly. 
His 
mad career was over. 


After a short time of abject destitu- 
tion, in which ho was deserted by all 
who had preyed upon him, he went to 
work driving the Qirard House stage, 
in which guests were carried to aud 
from the railroad depots. 
Soon ho 
wearied of that, and somebody paid 
his fare back to Oil Creek, where he 
obtained 
employment as a freight 
handler at the depot, iu which capaci- 
ty he earned 825 a month. 
That was 
not enough to support himself and his 
family, and there was nothing more 
remunerative that he could find there 
to do. 


His wife raised by the sale of her 
jewelry, a sum sufficient for the trans- 
portation or the famly out to Nebras- 
ka, and there, 
in Lincoln, Coal Oil 
Johnny settled down. 
They were very 
poor, but managed somehow to live, 
for Johnny was a willing worker at 
any labor ho could procure. 
Realiz- 
ing the evil fortune of such limitation 
as had been put upon his capacities by 
his ignorance, he took oare that hia 
son, a bright lad, should receive as 
good an edacation as was attainable 
under the 
existing 
circumstances. 
When the boy was old enough, he ob- 
tained employment as a ticket and 
freight agent at the Ashland (Neb.) 
railroad station, and there his father, 
Coal Oil Johnny that was, plain John 
Steele, as everybody about there knows 
him, works steadily and patiently for 
the railroad company under the son's 
direction, 
handling freight, taking 
caro of the station, and so on, 
And 
he is hale, hearty, a well-preserved 
man, 
aiDparently

But he in by no means dependent 
now upon his labor for the mainten- 
ance of his family, or upon his steady 
and industrious son.

In some way the directors of that 
Philadelphia bank in which he had 
made his informal deposit thirty years 
before, learned of the unhappy condi- 
tion of the Steele family away out in 
Nebraska, of the total reformation in 
Coal Oil Johnny's habits, and the 
manly struggle he was making to atone 
for tile past.

DISASTKR OVKRTAKES VIRGIN- 
IA'S FAMOUS UNIVERSITY.

Thri Seatof Loiirninc: at Charlottes- 
vUle, Founded by Thomas Joilor-.

HE recent fire at the Univer- 
sity of Virginia, Charlofctes- 
ville, Vn., was a cause of grief 
G 
not only to the graduates and 
immediate friends of that institution, 
but also to a far greater number of the 
peoiDlo who know it only by reputation 
as one of the most honorable seats of 
learning in the country. 
The crea- 
tion of such an institution had long 
been a dream of Thomas Jefferson, 
and the just prido that ho took in its 
realization was illustrated by the in- 
scription that he prepared for his 


project of Thomas JefFerson for forty 
years. 
As early as 1779 he conceived 
the idea, but the public demands upon 
his time for many years were so great 
that it was not until after the peace 
with England in 1815 that he could 
give his undivided attention to it. He 
proposed to found "a university on a 
plan so broad, liberal and modern as 
to bo worth patronizing with the pub- 
lic support and be a temptation to the 
youth of other States to come and 
drink of the cup of knowlekge nnd 
fraternize with us." 
Such was his 
language to Dr. Priestley in 1800, and 
his hope was ''to draw from Europe 
the first characters in science." 


In 1819 a charter was obtained from 
the Virginia Legislature and a location 
selected at Charlottesville, 
in Albe- 
marle County. 
The corner stone of 
the university was laid in the presence 
of a great concourse of peoj^le, chisf 
among them being Jefferson, Madison 
and Monroe, two ex-Presidents and 
the then President, 
The place was

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ginia for Heligious Freedom." 
The 
chief building of tho university was 
tlie rotunda, which was planned by 
Jefferson and erected under his super- 
vision, and which gave the institution 
a distinctive character that elevated it 
above the usual conventional environ- 


only five miles distant from Monti- 
cello, Jefferson*s country seat, 
and 
Jefferson daily watched the new build- 
ings as they arose. 
It was the last 
work of his life, the crowning grace of 
a career spent in the public service 
and for good of his country. 


A large sum of money had been 
raised by public subscription, Je^ier- 
son himsel/contributing SIOOO, but it 
was not Jefferson's idea that it should 
be a private institution. He intended 
that it should be a State institution, 
to be supported largely by the State, 
and this was where the tug of war 
came. 
The Virginia Legislature was 
not accustomed to appropriate money 
for such objects. 
The people were 
poor, money came hard, and jpavtj 
passion was not extinct. 


A very respectable and influential 
minority 
in 
the 
State were 
op- 
posed to Jefferson on many grounds, 
but more particularly on tho ground 
of 
religion. 
Orthodoxy was still 
powerful, 
and it 
was 
feared that 
an educational institution 
fathered 
by Thomas Jefferson would teach free- 
thinking in religion. if not atheism. 
He finally conquered, however. Good- 
ly sums were appropriated to erect tho 
handsome buildings that 
Jefferson 
planned. 
Three 
hundred thousand 
dollars in all were given for the build- 
ings—a large sum of money in 
the 
early days of this centuty—and $15,- 
000 a year was devoted to the support 
of the institution. 


Jefferson was the Chairman of the 
First Board of Trustees, and it was the 
work of the last years of his life to 
superintend the buildings as they were 
erected. 
He engaged workmen, se- 
lected timber, bought bricks, and even 
hired workmen to come from Italy to 


in stone. 
In the 


from England, was the foremoaí chem- 
ist of the time and noted for his scien- 
tific attainments. 
Four States were 
competing for his services in their 
schools of learning, but when Jeffer- 
son invited him to Charlottesville ho 
accepted. 
The orthodox Virginians, 
however, would nob stand it, for Dr. 
Cooper was a Unitariau, and a storm 
was evoked that threatened tho well- 
being of the university. Jefferson was 
obliged to yield and relinquished Dr. 
Cooper to one of tho other institutions 
competing for his services. 


Tho main body of the professors were 
ensraged in England, only the chairs 
of law, cthica and chemistry being 
tilled Irom tho United SUtsR. and in 
March, 
1S25, 
tho 
university 
was 
opened with forty students. 
Before 
the beginningof the second voar thero 
were over 170 students in attendance. 
From the date of its opening down to 
the beginning of the Civil War the 
average attendance was larger, there 
being representatives irom nearly all 
the States, though, of course, mainly 
from tho Southern States. 
^ Jefferson, of course, selected the 
library, excluding therefrom all works 
of 
fiction, 
nob because such books 
should not be read, but because they 
had noplace in the library of an edu- 
cational institution. 
^ Jefferson's idea of college or univer- 
sity discipline was to place tho stu- 
dents on honor, trusting them as gen- 
tlemen to conform to the rules of tho 
institntion. 
It has worked with ad- 
mirable succesis as a rale. 
A spirit of 
freedom has been dovelooed, 
and 
while there have been individuals who 
have proved false, the great body of 
the students have been faithful to 
hicrh ideals of behavjor. 


When the Civil War camo the ma- 
jority of the Southern students cast 
their fortunes with the army of the 
Confederacy, and the university was 
subjected to a severe ordeal. 
When 
the war broke out the average attend- 
ance of students was 6j0. 
' i t iell at 
once to a score or two, but the insti- 
tution was kept open, and only once 
did the war come near it. 
In March, 
lSo5, General Sheridan and his cav- 
alry was at Charlottesville for a num- 
ber of days, but during his stay he 
placed guards around the grounds of 
the university, 
and preserved 
the 
property uninjured. 
Since the war 
the university has regained its ancient 
prestige, the attendance being larger 
than ever before. 


The present disaster will be a great 
blow, for it cannot be restored as ib 
was, and many of the historical as- 
sociations will be destroyed forever. 
The hopeful side of this melancholy 
picture IB seen in the promptness and 
zeal with 
which 
the faculty have 
started a movement to restore 
the 
burned buildings, and at the same 
time to provide the university with 
other buildings that have long been 
sadly needed. 
It is proposed to re- 
erect the rotunda on the old lines, and 
thus perpetuate the outward evidence 
of Jefferson's work as the founder of 
the institution. 
The estimated cost 
of this restoration is SSO,000, and a 
new building is desired to replace the 
annex which shall cost $90,000 ; while 
other structures that are needed at 
the earliest possible moment will call 
forS7G,000, and the purchase of new 
books and the proper endowment of 
the library SoO.OOU apiece—a irrand 
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total of .S34G,000, towards whicU in- 
surance and endo\7ments in hand will 
ik'ovide 558,000. 
There is thus re- 
quired, the faculty estimate, $283,000 
''to rehabilitate our alma mater in a 
manner not unworthy of her illus- 
trious father and her devoted sons." 
A confident appeal for help will bo 
mad© to tho Virginia Legislature, but 
pending its action, the faculty invite 
the alumni of the institution to share 
in tho work. 
''Nor should the call 
reach only graduates of the univer- 
sity," says the New York Post. 
''Its 
fullest equipment is a mabter of Na- 
tional importance, and no friend of 
education in any ¡jarfc of the country 
could do better service for the up- 
building of tho South, and thereby of 
tho whole country, than by a contri- 
bution to this fund."

Wheat hay is not a good feed for 
dairy cows.

kinds of fodder which are much better, 
as oats and peas, 
which will grow 
where wheat will. 
Corn is an excel-

localities, 
and 
wheat 
grain,

cellent addition to these fodders, with 
sugar beets or mangels. 
Thus, there

A silo should be 
one-fourLh deeper than its diameter— 
thus, if it is twelve feet square, it 
should be fifteen or sixteen feet deep, 
and, in fact, the deeper it is the bet- 
ter all round, as the silage packs more 
solidly, and this makes it keep better.

VALUE OP CORN, 


Considerable dilierenco ol ojiinion 
exists among ^farmers as to the num- 
ber of pounds of pork that can be 
made from a bushel of corn. 
The es- 
timates run all the way from three to 
twelve pounds. 
The amount depends 
upon the kind of stock, the weather, 
the skill of the feeder and other con- 
ditions. 
Breeds, too, differ in this 
respect, 
some 
showing 
somowhat 
greater gains than others, but all the 
improved varieties respond more read- 
ily than ibe scrub. 
It is impossible, 
therefore, to lay down any regular 
rule by which to find the pork equiva- 
lent 'of a bushel of corn.

mate value.: 


KIKDS OF TREES FOK SHAirj. 


Those who wish to plant trees oiten 
ask what kinds of trees are the besb to 
be i^lanted and the most likely to give 
general satisfaction as shade and orna- 
mental trees. 


Here, as in almost everything else, 
tastes differ, but we think wo are safe 
in saying always plant native trees if 
you wish your work to be permanent 
and approved by posterity; for tree 
planting should have the l^lessing- of 
those who come after us. 
We have 
such an abundauce of beautiful native 
trees that wo can have large room for 
selection. Our sugars and hard maples, 
our tulip tree and our elms, our lin- 
dens and our sycamore, all make-good 
shade trees in soils well adopted to 
them, in tho Middle and Northern 
States. 
For general purposes as beau- 
tiful shado trees we would ¡prefer the 
sugars and elms and tho tulip tree, 
which is very beautiful tree and a 
rapid grower if it has a fair chance. 
The ash trees make a fine growth in 
an open space, and for roadside shade 
we confess a liking to the black wal- 
nut, as well as to the white walnut or 
butternut, which is a very attractive 
tree and a rapid grower, but these last 
must be giuwn from the nut, as trans- 
planting unless quito small is scarcely 
ever successful. 
To these may be 
added our evergreen?, which may be 
selected according to the tasfce oF the 
planter for the climate in which he 
lives. 
We have omitted an elegant 
and favorite tree, 
'*the 
magnolia," 
which is beautifully ornamented when 
the climate is not too severe. 
There 
are so many other native trees, especi- 
ally in the Southern States, which can 
be selected that we have only yet to 
say, do not plant ^'foreign trees," un- 
less for mere curiosity, and do not 
plant trees which produce a litter 
around your premises for half the 
summer, or such as send their roots to 
the surface for forty feet around them, 
from which myriads of sprouts aio

foot for at leairt five or six feet, espe- 
cially if there is a cellar located under 
the structure. 
It not only looks bet- 
-ter, but makes the cellar Wlls firmer, 
prevents water from soaking into the 
cellar, and renders it warmer in win- 
ter and cooler in summer. 
The earth 
usedfor th.e surface of the grade should 
be well enriched, and either sodded 
over now or grass seed sown and well 
raked in. About the doors of the barn 
buildings use stiff clay or gravel, and 
Btonos two or three inches in diameter 
should be placed on the surface and 
driven into the soil with a sledge and 
covered with two inches of soil. Every 
year again cover tho stones that be- 
come exposed. —American Agricultur- 
ist.

Country shippers ought to x^aymore 
attention to the condition of their 
coops before using. 
Considerable 
stock is lost by shipping in worn out 
coops which come apart in transit if 
roughly handled, as eometimes hap- 
pens, 
Every coop should be carefully 
examined, aud all bottoms and cleatH 
securely nailed. 
The coops should be 
; strong, but light; heavy wood is un- 
necesyary if long nails are ueed. They 
should not be ao largo as to render 
handling difiicult. 


The coops should bo high enough to 
allow the poultry to ptand easily up- 
right, and should not be overcrowded. 
Too close packing and too low coops 
are cruel and cause loss by suflocation. 
Hens and roosters should be shipped 
separately whenever possible. 
All 
poultry for the New York market 
should be well fattened, and should be 
fed lightly before being placed in the 
coop, if It reach its destination the 
day after shipping, as the New York 
law requires that the crop be entirely 
«mpty before killing. From moro di«-

New milk will fatten a colt faster 
than skimmed milk. 


Fertilizer can be profitably applied 
with or without manure,and will more 
than pay for iheir cost. 


The'majority of farmers prefer to 
U6e manure, and seldom resort to tho 
use of fertilizers. 
They cannot pro- 
duce suihcient 
manure for a large 
farm and manure one field a year. 
Tho plan is excellent, but they lose 
time by not using fertilizers on those 
fields where no manure has been ap- 
plied. 


Those who keep but one cow and 
save the cream until a sulfioiency has 
accumulated for a churning will not 
succeed in making choice butter, as it 
is a mistake to mix the old and new 
cream. 
This is a fact that is fre- 
quently overlooked, and has been tho 
cause of more failures than anything 
elee. 


The liussian thistle has moved a 
little closer to the East, and it is 
simply a matter of time when it will 
be ebtablished on the Atlantic coast.
